Dear Melinda: 

I enclose documentation which shows that emission rate data and use 
of the Alternate Ventilation Rate (AVR) procedure are meaningless 
in terms of trying to determine outdoor air ventilation 
requirements. 

If one uses the proposed SSPC 62 procedures, you would need much 
more outdoor air than the current Std. 62-1989 requirements. 
Calculated concentration values are greatly in excess of what 
happens in the real world except for: 

A. Newly renovated buildings 

B. Very newly constructed buildings. 

A period of delay for occupancy during commissioning could resolve 
both A and B.
